TtflE ATTORNEY GENERALS RU; 
SOLUTIONS. 

There arc some oieu lu nvurse lo bo guicied 
bj? tbair own or others ciperieuoo, tlmi 
though, iiko ScriblcruB, lliey nm}' trarol far 
ouil wide, 'nod rcako thuir legs tlieir coni- 
pasiea, of them it may truly ba said iiwlum 
rwn aiiitHiiin mulaiil. Whether they see im- 
provomcnt hero or retrogression llicre, their 
mind or charnctor is loo dull, or too hard lo 
reoeiro impresBioos. If they left Englond 
to-morrow and went tu the torrid zone tre 
should liiid Ihcm with the iiisoparuble •' stove- 
pipe," iho unwiulilly iimbrellu. and probably 
Ibe water-dclyiug goloshes. Thair " too, lou 
aolid Ilc3h might moll, tliaw, nod dissolre ii- 
solf into a dew," boDealti the scorching aun 
ol a tropical olime, bat they would only 
adhere with greater tcDnciiy to their op- 
presiiive liabiliment", feeling no doubt that 
the boiior III tlioir luii've coumry, ai well aa 
their on-n Uij^nily, was at slake in mnintain- 
iDg tbs habits end customa of the land they 
bad leit behind. We have, in oar own oom- 
munity, UDfortitnataly, too many iaflancea 
of this spirit of «aori6ce before the ahrins of 
old country custom. Wa havo seen ihe 
'■hornotor Lilcly diHplaycil in anlaguiiiim to 
the Barristcra' liill, nnd we have wiliiespcd 
il fur llic lasl fivn years ni.shing in and das- 
Irojing Bvery elTcirt {■< (,'ive Iho iioople nf 
Vaacoiiviu' Iclnnd an oiili^lilmiod system of 
I'lJuL'iitioii. Il ivnuM ap|ipnr, lioivernr, to 
have mail'3 it.s last leiting plai-c in ihal em- 
bodiiufiit ol wisdom — Iho t^^i.ilati va Coun- 
cil. The Attorney lieneral, in a dooiiniunl 
that acarcely does the gentleman credit in 
any particular, announce.? lo the Violoriaii 
inhabilants that " tlio establishtnent and 
maintenance ol cominoii sohnol.-i at the public 
charm' ''i" '"lucatiuu iif llie ohiKlron of 
lliose iiiciiiljci:* of ihn coniiiiunity whoff 
means do n.jl allow 11. cm In par ihe cost of 
established achools, is a primary duty io every 
Siato, and has a direct npplicatiou In this 
f'ulony." Now lbs insidious principle ooii- 
tni.ied in ihij purjifrsph i« spparoul. It is 
to inaku ii'ec education a matter of cliarily to 
the poor, ,so that they may ba biought up in 
tear ami trembling of the power of wealth 
and pu«ition. Wo have ao frsqueolly exposed 
thia outrage on the manhood ol a young 
Country that we scarcely think il necessary lo 
go over the beaten gionud. We know thai 
there is a larije class of persons who are apt 
10 innko uise ol similar language, but who aim- 
ply mean that education abuuld be, luado no 
uoiamoo that the poorest person could avail 
hirasilf of it. Hut lha Attprncy Ueneral 
makes no nif-hand statemcnl. Ha maiotaioB 
clearly and duiinctly Hint Ihe e»:.ibli8hnien I 
of common schools in only lor llie children of 
ihiisfl who cannot airiril to pay for education 
ul the ordinary schools— or, in other word.-, 
that a pauper inslitutioo Eboiild be estab- 
liahed in which every child will ba made to 
feel day by day that ho wears a badge of 
poverty, and ■ lat l;9 is tlio recipient of the 
country g charity. This i< essentially the ofT- 
spring of a brain clouded by the cuBtoins of 
some older countries of Ihe world, whose peo- 
ple are iobuinane even wben they beatow 
alms— whose philanthrophist!; cannot ease or 
aiiielioratn the ronlilion of Ihcir less 
comlorlable fellow creatures, without mak- 
ing thorn feol the bitter pangs of eervil- 
ily, and that then is an ever yawnibg and 
impassable gull between lliem and their 
richer brethren. We want no aash charitable 
ofTaringi io Vancouver Island. Wo desire 
tbe children of the poor to K''"w up in man> 
liness and indepondonco, in knuwlodgo nnd 
morality, equal to the wealthiest aiul moDt 
ariatocratio scions on ihc Island. Wo want 
common schools established for the people, 
rich and poor, Jew and Christian, blaok and 
white. We want these schools also lu be 
//it' scliool.s of the coiinii'v, where the children 
of the wealtiiio^t will ijiily Im loo glnd tn 
aeek for instruclioa — we mean of course in 
the ordinary branchos of learning. If Mr. 
Attorney Ueneral and bis colleagues are de- 
sirous of seeing the opposite system, we 
would give them a gentle hint to retire as 
r[)oedily as poisiblc lo where Iho Houp-kilch- 
eii anil ihi' poor-houso have hocorae pcrna- 
uent instiiutious <<l the land. They arc 
evidently anOt for the purer and freer atmos- 
phere of Vancouver Island. 

There is. however, a worse feature, if that 
can be possible, in tbe last paragraph ef the 
Attorney lionerara resolutions, .Says thin 
gentleman spnaking ol tiieso ropolut'onj — 
" Ibcy arc sutiicicnt lo guide iho Kjeontivu 
in tbe employment of suob sums as may 
from lime to time ba voted for the puipoaos 
ot edneatiiin, and the subject is not one 
which rcijuires any other form ol legislative 
acti 'M." Kdueation i« un inportanl n sub- 
ji'c.'l llui il rc'iuin.'s no itliei fnrm of lo;;i8la- 
tive Hcliou ibun the trashy upinion of 
a few wiseacres in the Upper House ' 
Verily wa are dining to a new era in 
representative Gorar utnent, when an ri- 
temporised Attorney d'eneral attempts, 
with foH.iili/i'd opiiii'Ois, to ignore the rights 
• it llio people'^ repieieiilalivoFi , mid make the 
Kxtenlive a yraiid receptacle o( discroliouaiy 
power in inallt'r.4 connected tritb tbe vital well- 
being ol the population. What makes Ibis 
ignuranl assuiuplion ol authority more un- 
bearable is the fact that the xubject bad al- 
loady come up before the Lower lloii.ie — llial 
a <;ummiui'u Imd bi'cn appoiiilod, and thai 
one of its members had announced his in- 
tention of bringing in a bill at an early period 
ot the session. But the august legal advistr 
of Ills E.^cellency dislikea legislation, detests 
a bill, and abhors an net. lie would like to 
ire the l''..tf cuiive inanu),'ii ihin^^s in ih 
i.wii pceuli.ir sl\le, iireRpMcuve ol public 
opinion. We call scarcely ihiok that 
Uis Kxcellency, who has shown himself se 
esineat in this matter ot edncniiuii, and who 
huH so oflun reiterated his desire to ba guid- 
<ul bv the public voicii, would for a raouant 
mib^ 'ribe lo the peoplo-ij/noi i ng crudities ol 
tin- Attorney (ieiioriil, 'I'he imblic have 
boriio, wiih a palioi.ci' that is almost dis- 
graceful, the studied neglcot of the Legisla- 
ture on this question of education. It is tbe 
last alraw, lio.vover, Ihat bi.>iiks the camel's 
back ; and we warn every member of botb 
llunses against dospisiii^; longer the oiins of 
Ihe inhahilanls lor instruction foi their rhild- 
roii. If ever the democratic decoration ol 
lar and feathers was deserved il is certainly 
by men who outtage the Deity himself by 
shutting out hia creatures from the words of 
wisdom and inslruetiou. -
